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During the war and in immediateiy succeeding months, the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board maintained a series of charts showing the current movements of employment 
and payrolls grouped by industries and provinces, and for the larger cities. The 
charts wewe based upon monthly returns furnished by leading employers to the Employment 
and Payroll Statistics Branch of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, These graphs 
aroused considerable interest during the war, and also in the post-war period, and it 
was arranged that the series should be continued by the Department of Reconstruction 
and Supply. In the autumn of 1946, the Economic Research Branch of that Department 
issued a chart book bringing the recerd up to Aug. 1, 1946. It was later decided that 
the preparation of the charts should be transferred to the Bureau, as the collecting 
agency of the original data. The present chart book, the first to be issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, carries forward the curves to July 1, 1947. It is 
proposed hereafter to issue the chart books semi-annually. | 


In most cases, the graphs depict the situation indicated by the reporting 
employers in the period, 1939 to the middle of 1947 in the case of employment, and 
in the case of payrolls, from June 1, 1941, when the monthly record of salaries and 
wages was established. The index numbers, based on June 1, 1941, have been 
charted (a) in their original ferm apd (b) in the form of 12 months' moving averages 
senteredsg since each item in the latter series is the average of an entire year, the 
seasonal influences are largely eliminated, with the result that the trends over a 
period of some years are more readily discernible. 


The curves shown in the charts in the following pages represent the trends 
reported in establishments usually employing 15 persons and over, the smaller businesses 
being excluded from the monthly survpys for practical reasons associated with the 
costs of collection and processing, in terms of money and of time. As a result of 
this limitation of the scope of the monthly enquiries, the coverage of total employ- 
ment in the various industries is ungqual, depending upon whether they are ordinarily 
organized in large or smal] units of production or operation. 


In spite of certain disparities in the current inquiries’ coverage ef total 
employment in the various industrial groups, the reported employees in all cases 
represent comparatively high proportions of the total wage-earners at work in the 
various industrial divisions, so'that the charts for the individual industries may 
be considered as accurately depicting the fluctuations therein,

and Saskatchewan, the monthly surveys’ coverage of total employment in the various 
provinces is relatively high, and algo shows a considerable degree of uniformity; at 
the census date, the percentage of cpverage of all agricultural and non-agricultural 
workers varied from 52 p.c. in New Brunswick to 64% poco in Ontario, the Dominion 
proportion being 59 PoC. In the industries 4ncluded in the monthly surveys, the 
fange was also from seven points below in the case of New Brunswick, to 53 points 
above in the case of Maniteba, the general coverage in Canada being over 79 poco 
Although these provincial variations are not excessive, they should nevertheless be 
borne’ in mind when studying the regional charts; it should also be remembered that 
certain of the industries excluded from the monthly surveys (notably agriculture, 
lomestic service, etc., etc.) did not share in the wartime expansion of employment, 
which particularly affected manufacturing and certain other divisions in which the 
establishments furnishing monthly data employ extremely large proportions of the 
total persons engaged therein. 


In the case of many industries for which charts appear in the following 
pages, the situation from time to time since the end of the war has been seriously 
affected by industrial disputes; not iufrequently, these caused shortages which 
lowered the curves in numerous other industries, In 1946, the strikes in various 
branches of manufacturing were of major importance, During the months of 1947 for 
which curves have been plotted in the present chart book, the dispute im the coal 
fields of Nova Scotia was probably the most far-reaching in its effects, involving 
many workers for a lengthy period. 


Some of the imdustries for which charts are given in succeeding pages 
employ rather small numbers of persons, with the result that minor changes will 
sometimes appear of greater importance than their size warrants. In this connection, 
ettention is drawn to the figures of numbers of employees on the payrolls of the co- 
operating establishments, as given on*pagesif to VI. These tables show the industrial 
and geographical distributions of the employees reported by the firms furnishing data 
at July 1, 1947, together with the percentage changes in the index numbers of 
employment as compared with July 1 of earlier years; (1) 1939, as representative of 
the immediate pre-war situation; (2) 1943, when industrial activity was approaching 
its war-time peak; (3) 1945, as representative of the situation exising between VE 
and VJ Days, and (4) 1946, when the major cut-backs in war production had taken place, 
and the non-manufacturing classes were showing considerable expansion, as labour and 
materials became more available. 


The charts in this volume have been adapted and many of them remounted by 
Mr. N.R. Daslisle, Chief Draftsman of the Bureau.
